AN ACT

Making appropriations for the support of the Army for the year
ending June thirty, eighfeen hundred and sixty-two.

1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-
2 tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
3 That the following sums be, and the same are hereby,
4 appropriated, out of any money in the Treasury not other-
5 wise appropriated, for the support of the Army for the year

6 ending the thirtieth of June, eighteen hundred and sixty-
7 two:

8 For expenses of recruiting, transportation of recruits,
9 three month’s extra pay to non-commissioned officers,
10 musicians, and privates on re-enlistment,' one hundred

11 thousand dollars. -
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For the pay of the Army, three million six hundred
and four thousand six hundred and forty-eight dollars.

For commutation of officers’ subsistence, one million
twelve thousand four hundred and fifty dollars and fifty
cents.

For commutation of forage for officers’ horses, one
hundred and twenty-five thousand nine hundred and fifty-
two dollars.

For payment to discharged soldiers for clothing not
drawn, fifty thousand dollars.

For payment in lieu of clothing for officers’ servants,
forty thousand three hundred and seventy dollars.

For subsistence in kind, two million one hundred and
twenty-one thousand nine hundred and sixty-four dollars.

For clothing for the Army, camp and garrison equip-
age, six hundred and sixty thousand sixteen dollars and
twenty-one cents.

For the regular supplies of the Quartermaster's Depart-
ment, consisting of fuel for the officers, enlisted men, guard,

hospital, storehouses, and offices; of forage in kind for the

" horses, mules, and oxen of the Quartermaster’s Department

at the several posts and stations, and with the armies in
the field ; for the horses of the two regiments of dragoons,

two regiments of cavalry, the regiment of mounted riflemen,

| the companies of light artillery, and such companies of
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infantry as may be mounted, and for the authorized num-
ber of officers’ horses when serving in the ficld and at the
outposts, including bedding for the animals; of straw for
soldier’s bedding, and stationery, including blank-books for
the Quartermaster’s Department, certificates for discharged
soldiers, blank forms for the Pay and Quartermaster’s
Dgpartments, and for the printing of division and depart-
ment orders and reports, one million seven hundred and
one thousand dollars.

For the incidental expenses of the Quartermaster’s
Department, consisting of postage on letters and packets
received and sent by officers 0f the Army on public service;
expenses of courts-martial and courts of inquiry, including
the additional compensation of judge advocates, recorders,
members, and witnesses, while on that service, under the
act of March sixteenth, eighteen hundred and two; extra
pay to soldiers employed, under the direction of the Quar-
termaster’s Department, in the erection of barracks, quar-
ters, storehouses, and hospitals; in the construction of roads,
and other constant labor, for periods of not less than ten
days, under the acts of March second, eighteen hundred
and nineteen, and August fourth, eighteen hundred and
fifty-four, including those employed as clerks at division
and department headquarters; expenses of expresses to

and from the frontier posts and armies in the field; of
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escorts to paymasters and other disbursing officers, and to
trains where military escorts cannot be furnished ; expense
of the interment of officers killed in action, or who die
when on duty in the field or at ’the posts on the frontiers,
or at other posts and places, when ordered by the Secretary
of War, and of non-commissioned officers and soldiers;
authorized oftice furniture; hire of laborers in the Quarter-
master’s Department, including the hire of interpreters and
guides for the ‘Army; compensation of clerks to officers of
the Quartermaster’s Department; compensation of forage
and wagon masters, authorized by ‘the act of J uly fifth,
eighteen hundred and thirty-eight; for the apprehension
of deserters, and the expenses incident to their pursuit;
and for the following expenditures required for the two
regiments of dragoons, the two regiments of cavalry, the
regiment of mounted riflemen, and such companies of
infantry as may be mounted, viz: the purchase of traveling
forges, blacksmiths’ and éhoeing tools, horse and mule shoes
and nails, iron and steel for shoeing, hire of veterinary sur-
geons, medicines for horses and mules, picket ropes, and
for shoeing the horses of the corps named, four hundred
and sixty thousand dollars.

For hire or commutation of quarters for officers on
military duty; hire of quarters for troops, of storehouses

for the safe-keeping of military stores: of grounds for
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summer cantonments and for temporary frontier stations,
making one hundred and nineteen thousand three hundred
and fifty-one dollars and eighty-eight cents.
For back rent of Fort Grakam, wood and timber, to
Jifteenth December, eighteen hundred and fifty-three, three

thousand five hundred and seventy-eight dollars and seventy-

Jive cents ; for back rent of Fort Merrill, wood and timber,

to fifteenth December, eighteen hundred and Jifty-five, four

thousand two hundred and fourteen dollars and ninety-two
cents ; for back rent of Camp Hudson to first July, eighteen
leundred and fifty-nine, one thousand and forty-one dollars
and sixty-six cents; for back rent of Fort Bellnap, wood
and timber, to first January, eighteen hundred and fifty-
nine, three thousand -nine hundred and sixty-three dollars
and thirty-three cents; for wood cut and iaken from the
land of Dona Modesta Castro and Dona Augustias Jimeno,
near Monterey, for the use of troops to twenty-ninth June,
eighteen hundred and forty-nine, three thousand three hun-
dred and fifty-seven dollars ; making sixteen thousand one
hundred and fifty-five dollars and sixty-six cents.

To pay the amount of « judgment recovered by John
James against Captains A. 1. Lee and T. (. Pitcher, First
Lieutenant Thomas M. Jones, and Lieutenant Colonel W,
Seawell, for damages for timber cut upon the land of said

James for Fort Davis, one thousand dollars, and such

For hutting troops, and for repairing, altering, and
enlarging buildings at the established posts, two hundred
and thirty-six thousand seven hundred and sixty-five
dollars and eighty-one cents.

For the construction of barracks and other buildings
ninety-five thousand three hundred and eighty-four dol-
lars and twenty-seven cents.

For the purchase of heating and cooking stoves,
fifteen thousand dollars.

For the purchase of clocks for permanent posts, five
hundred and sixty dollars.

For mileage, or the allowance made to officers of the
Army for the transportation of themselves and their bag-
gage, when traveling on duty without troops, escorts, or
supplies, one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars.

For transportation of the Army, including the baggage
of the troops, when moving either by land or water; of
clothing, camp, and garrison equipage from the depot at
Philadelphia to the several posts and army depots, and
from those depots to the troops ili the field; of horse
equipments and subsistence from the places of purchase

and from the places of delivery, under contract, to such

‘places as the circumstances of the service may require
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them to be sent; of ordnance, ordnance stores, and smali
arms from the founderies and armories to the arsenals,
fortifications, frontier posts, and army depots; freights,
wharfage, tolls, and ferriages; for the purchase and hire of
horses, mules, and oxen, and the purchase and repair of
wagons, carts, and drays, and of ships and other sea-going
vessels and boats required for the traﬁportation of sup-
plies and for garrison purposes; for drayage and cartage
at the several posts; hire of teamsters; transportation of
funds for the pay and other disbursing departments; the
expense of sailing public transports on the various rivers,
the Gulf of Mexico, and the Atlantic and Pacific; and for
procuring water at such posts as, from their situation,
require it to be brought from a distance ; and for clearing
roads and removing obstructions from roads, harbors, and
rivers, to the extent which may be required for the actual
operations of the troops on the frontier, two million two
hundred and thirty-two thousand dollars.

For the purchase of horses for the two regiments of
dragoons, the two regiments of cavalry, and the regiment
of mounted riflemen, one hundred and thirty-six thousand
dollars.

For contingencies of the Army, twenty-five thousand

dollars.
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For the medical and hospital departments, one hun-
dred and fifteen thousand dollars.

For contingent expenses of the Adjutant General's
department, at department headquarters, five hundred
dollars.

For compensation of the clerk and messenger in the
office of the Commanding, General, two thousand dollars.

For contingent expenses of the office of the Com-
manding General, three hundred dollars.

For armament of fortifications, two hundred thousand
dollars.

For the current expenses of the ordnance service, one
hundred and sixty thousand dollars.

For ordnance, ordnance stores, and supplies, includ-
ing horse equipments for the mounted regiments, two
hundred and fifty thousand dollars.

For the manufacture of arms at the national armories,
[four hundred] three hundred and sixty thousand dollars.

For repairs and improvements and new machinery at
Springﬁeld armory, Massachusetts, fifty-nine thousand five
hundred dollars. |

For repairs and improvements and new machinery at
Harper’s Ferry armory, sixfy-fo’ur thousand five hundred
dollars.

For the Alleghany arsenal, repairing and painting

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public buildings, and for repairs and preservation of
roads, culverts, and fences, four thousand one hundred and
seventy dollars.

For the Benicia arsenal, fifty thousand dollars.

[Smc. 2. And be it further enacted, That the sum of
one million five hundred and thirty thousand three hun-
dred and eighteen dollars and six cents be, and the same
is hereby appropriated, out of any money .in the Treasury
not otherwise appropriated, for the support and main-
tenance of a regiment of mounted -volunteers for the
defense of the frontier of Texas, to be raised in pursuance
of an act approved April seven, eighteen hundred and
fifty-eight, entitled, “An act to provide for the organization
of a regiment of mounted volunteers for the defense of
the frontier of Texas, and to authorize the President to
call into the service of the United States two additional

regiments of volunteers.”]
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
